� Encourages school districts to conduct a program at least annually to commemorate 
the history of civil rights.

Background: 

Although most decisions about supplemental educational activities are made by local school 
districts, there are state laws that require schools to conduct educational activities on a particular 
topic.  For example, each January 16 school districts are required to observe Temperance and 
Good Citizenship Day.  Annually during the month of October, each school must conduct 
educational activities that provide awareness and understanding of disability history and people 
with disabilities.  Educational activities must be presented that are suitable for the observation of 
Veteran's Day.

Summary of Bill: 

School districts are encouraged to conduct a program at least once a year to commemorate the 
history of civil rights, including providing an opportunity for students to learn about the 
personalities and convictions of heroes of the civil rights movement, and the importance of the 
promise of equality under the United States Constitution.
